Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant has proposed an amendment after Final Rejection, 
f$ including substantive changes to claims 1 and 1^As regards claim 1 , the proposed changes include the addition of a 
recitation of further elements, in this case seat support brackets, and a relationship of the brackets to the floor and 
recessed portions. The examiner noted that such a change (1) may define beyond the specific rejection currently 
applied against claim 1, but (2) would require further search and consideration, particularly owing to the provision of 
brackets for supporting seats as being not unknown in the art, and would likely not be entered after Final Rejection. 
Applicant's proposed amendment to claim 16 appears to overcome the rejection under 35 USC 112, however the 
examiner expressed some concern as to whether or not the proposed amendment was still readable on the elected 
species. As such, the the nature of the proposed amendments would require further consideration and search, and 
would likely not be entered if submitted after final rejection.. 
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
